film. Some of the shots, I'm certain, will 
be with me to the grave, 

Indeed, I intend to go to it again. Knowing 
the plot as I do now, I'll be better able to 
appreciate the craftsmanship. I'l] notice de- 
tails that I missed the first time round.
